ceeding, We  are  not  in  sympathy  with  the 
speculators  who  may  be  seeking  to  coin 
money  from  the  starving  refugees  of  Ceara, 
nor  with  the  monopolists  who  combine  to 
elevate  prices  in  Pernambuco;  but  surely 
there  is  some  better  and  safer  way  to  meet 
the  emergency  than  through  die  exercise  of 
autocratic  power  by  an  irresponsible  pro- 
vincial president  ! 


It  can  not  be  said  that  the  record  of  the 
past  week  shows  any  improvement  in  sani- 
tary matters.  In  this  city  the  rains  continued 
until  near  the  close  of  the  week  and  in 
many  respects  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city  has  been  much  improved.  The  death 
rate  fell  steadily  until  the  middle  of  the 
week,  when  il  suddenly  took  an  upward 
turn.  There  has  been  no  increase  in  yellow 
fever,  however,  and  the  malady  called 
"accesso  pemicioso"  has  quite  disappeared. 
In  Santos  the  excessive  heat  1ms  returned 
and  the  epidemic  shows  no  sign  of  decrease. 
The  death  rate  there  is  something  frightful, 
in  spite  of  every  effort  on  the  part  of  phys- 
icians and  people.  A  fair  amount  of  bus- 
iness has  been  transacted,  however,  and 
praiseworthy  efforts  are  being  made  to  keep 
up  the  confidence  and  courage  of  the 
people.  In  Campinas  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  lever  during  the  week.  As 
we  are  now  in  April  we  may  expect  that 
the  approaching  cool  weather  will  soon 
enable  these  unfortunate  cities  to  overcome 
the  epidemic  and  recall  their  frightened 
inhabitants,  and  then  we  trust  efficient  steps 
will  at  once  be  taken  to  remove  all  traces 
dI  infection  and  to  improve  their  sanitary 
condition. 


A  curious  and  somewhat  anomalous  com- 
plication has  arisen  in  Pernambuco  over  an 
effort  ol  die  president  of  that  province  to 
restrict  and  control  the  trade  in  mandioca 
Hour  (farinha.)  The  drouth  in  Ceara"  has 
created  an  extraordinary  demand  for  this 
article,  and  as  many  of  the  poor  people 
there  arc  in  a  famishing  condition  it  must 
be  had  at  any  cost.  Pernambuco  being  die 
nearest  port  where  a  considerable  supply 
can  be  obtained,  die  shipments  Irom  that 
province,  have  largely  increased  and  the 
price  has  consequently  rapidly  advanced, 
This  in  turn  has  created  much  discontent 
among  the  poorer  classes  in  Pernambuco 
and  the  charges  that  the  farinha  trade  has 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  speculators  and 
monopolists  has  created  a  strong  popular 
feeling  against  them.  This  sentiment  cul- 
minated about  the  middle  of  last  week  in 
popular  meetings  to  protest  against  the 
monopoly,  and  then  in  an  order  from  the 
president  prohibiting  die  exportation  of 
the  article,  The  Commercial  Association 
promptly  protested  against  this  arbitrary 
interference  with  commerce  and  petitioned 
the  imperial  government  lor  relief,  hut  to 
no  effect.  Aside  from  llie  suspension  of  an 
important  branch  of  inter-provincial  trade, 
the  order  vitiates  contracts  ami  freight 
charters  and  infiicts  much  unnecessary  loss 
upon  merchants  ami  shippers.  We  are  in- 
formed that  the  president  has  ample  author- 
ity for  the  step  taken;  in  which  case  ii  is  an 
authority  that  ought  lo  lie  revoked  at 
once.  The  [lower  to  suspend  any  branch 
(/legitimate  trade,  especially  between  neigh- 
boring provinces,    is  eminently  dangerous, 


Provincial  Notes 


Many  complaints  are  still  made  of  die 
excessive  delays  in  the  discharge  of  lighters 
in  this  port.  It  is  charged  that  the  custom 
house  is  the  principal  obstacle,  and  also 
that  the  facilities  for  discharging  cargoes  are 
not  keeping  abreast  of  the  increasing  trade. 
No  one  in  Rio  is  ignorant  of  the  difficulties 
that  can  be  placed  in  the  way  of  an  im- 
porter, or  a  steamer  agent,  under  the  thous- 
and and  one  paragraphs  and  sections  of 
the  customs  regulations;  and  no  one  is 
ignorant  that  a  slight  disarrangement  in 
the  physical  condition  of  a  customs  officer 
is  likely  to  precipitate  such  difficulties.  We 
may  say,  however,  that  the  custom  house 
authorities  have  been  worked  Lo  an  extreme 
during  the  past  two  or  three  months.  Im- 
porters were  not  only  desirous  of  saving  the 
increased  duties  levied  since  the  ist  hist, 
under  that  exquisitely  absurd  and  com- 
plicated financial  idea,  the  sliding  scale,  but 
the  unexpected  rales  of  exchange  also  in- 
duced them  to  order  freely,  and  these  two 
inlluences  combined  have  been  too  much 
for  the  administrative  ability  of  the  customs 
officials.  There  has  been  some  difficulty 
in  obtaining  laborers  during  the  recent 
intense  heat,  but  this,  we  believe,  lissheen 
but  an  insignificant  factor  in  the  delay  of 
lighters.  One  instance  lias  been  given:  a 
quantity  of  grain  was  discharged  at  the  rate 
of  200  tons  per  day  into  lighters,  but  the 
discharge  from  these  same  lighters  hardly 
reached  50  tons  per  day.  It  is  easily  seen  how 
such  an  occurrence  would  lock  up  available 
craft  for  a  considerable  time,  a  delay  which 
unavoidably  entailed  heavy  losses  upon 
others  who  had  no  such  relief  as  the  lighter 
company  possesses  in  the  assessment  of 
demurrage.  It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the 
custom  house  is  in  no  manner  Lo  blame  in 
this  mailer.  If,  as  it  is  asserted,  the  whole 
difficulty  lies  in  the  discharge  of  inward- 
bound  vessels,  then  the  remedy  must  be 
sought  in  a  modification  of  iron-bound 
rules.  Already  a  foreign  steamer  has  been 
permitted  lo  load  cargo  for  the  northern 
ports  alongside  a  wharf.  The  permission 
was  no  doubt  granted  under  a  belief  that 
the  cargo  to  be  shipped  was  destined  to  the 
relief  of  the  starving  inhabitants  ofCeard; 
ami  if  il  is,  then  we  heartily  endorse  the 
permission.  If,  however,  as  the  president 
of  Pernambuco  has  decided,  speculators 
and  not  philanthropists  are  engaged  in  the 
trade  lo  Ceani,  we  can  see  no  reason  for  a 
partial  i  ly  that  m  usi  occasion  com  plain  is. 
Admitting  die  good  policy  of  keeping  all 
vessels  away  from  the  shore  during  the  hot 
season,  something  might  be  done  lo  avoid 
the  complications  of  so  rigorous  a  provision 
and  thus  prevent  commercial  losses.  The 
water  might  be  deepened  by  dredging 
alongside  the  piers  and  then  a  time  fixed 
for  loading  and  discharging  vessels.  By 
lowing  vessels  Lo  and  from  their  berths,  to 
avoid  stirring  up  sediment,  and  by  granting 
permission  to  the  steamship  companies  to 
have  their  own  trapiches,  properly  fiscalized 
by  the  customs  authorities,  much  might  be 
done  to  improve  the  facilities  for  handling 
freights  in  this  port.

—The  inspector  and  his  assistant  of  the  im- 
migrants' hspedaria  at  Juiz  de  F6ra  have  resigned. 

— Small-pox  is  playing  "high-jinks"  in  the  ex- 
colony  of  Alio  Bencvente,  province  of  Ijlspirito 
San  In. 

— An  Italian  named  Bariano  Luigi  has  been 
arrested  at  Amparo,  Sao  1'auln,  for  selling  counter- 
feit sovereigns) 

— The  president  of  Piauhy  has  opened  a  credit 
of  10,000$  for  the  relief  of  the  people  suffering 
from  the  drouth. 

— The  exodus  from  Ceara  up  lo  the  26th  ult, 
numbered  15,005  for  the  north  and  9,487  for  the 
south,  a  total  of  24,492. 

— The  government  has  approved  the  credit  of 
I29,564$500  opened  by  the  president  of  Ceara,  on 
ins  own  responsibility,  in  behalf  of  sufferers  from 
(he  sicca, 

— The  recent  election  in  Llie  4I.I1  Rio  Grande 
district  for  a  seat  in  lire  Chamber  of  Deputies  has 
resulted  in  the  election  of  the  liberal  candidate, 
Jose  Francisco  Diana. 

— The  rains  appear  lo  have  been  general  through- 
out the  northern  provinces  during  the  past  week. 
Affairs  in  Ceara  appear  much  brighter,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  die  worst  of  the  drouth  is  now  over. 

■^-Subscriptions  have  been  initiated  in  Santos 
nnd  Sao  Paulo  for  an  asylum  lo  receive  llie  children 
made  orphans  by  the  Santos  epidemic.  The  char- 
ity is  a  noble  one  and  we  trust  it  will  receive 
generous  support. 

— 'llie  conservative  ticket  lor  Llie  next  senaloiial 
election  in  Minns  Geraes  will  he  composed  of 
Carlos  Peixolo,  Barms  Cobra  and  llorta  Barbosa. 
It  is  a  pity  there  are  no  ministers  to  run  on  the 
ticket ! 

—In  1S88  there  were  3,064  deaths  in  Para,  of 
whicli  2,561  were  Brazilians,  477  foreigners  and  26 
unknown.  Small-pox  killed  S79,  malaria  419, 
consumption  237,  beri-beri  130,  yellow  fever 
75,  etc. 

—By  an  act  of  the  iSth  ult.  the  president  of 
Bahin  appointed  a  number  of  commissions  to  dis- 
tribute relief  throughout  the  interior  of  that  prov- 
ince to  those  reduced  to  the  point  of  starvation  by 
the  long  drouth. 

— The  province  of  Amazonas  has  advanced  the 
Manaos  navigalion  company  120,000$  in  provincial 
slock  lo  purchase  two  new  steamers.  The  two 
boats  now  in  service  and  those  to  be  constructed 
are  mortgaged  to  the  province. 

—The  province  of  Sao  Paulo  has  expended 
7,094,103^122  in  the  acquisition  of  immigrants 
from  1881-82  down  lo  December  22  last.  Why  the 
period  was  not  made  to  end  December  31  no  one 
Iml  a  Brazilian  public  official  can  explain. 

—Tlie  president  of  Para  thinks  the  unrestricted 
intercourse  between  the  inmates  of  the  small-pox 
hospital  and  llie  populace  has  a  pernicious  effect. 
Undoubtedly!  The  terrible  epidemic  still  raging 
there  shows  that  something  is  wrong. 

—A  telegram  from  Pernambuco  on  the  30th  ult. 
says  that  the  president  of  that  province  lias  pur- 
chased 16,000  bags  of  farinha  for  account  of  the 
president  of  Ceara.  It  will  be  interesting  to  learn 
what  excuse  can  be  given  for  this  transaction  after 
prohibiting  the  exportation  of  llie  article. 

—The  yellow  fever  epidemic  broke  out  in  De- 
seugano,  near  Rio  de  Janeiro,  on  February  251I1. 
The  town  is  a  small  one,  but  in  a  month  there 
were  142  cases,  of  which  16  died.  Of  those 
attacked  by  fever,  76  had  been  inoculated  accord- 
ing Lo  the  system  recommended  by  Dr.  Freire. 

—The  Provincia,  of  Sao  Paulo,  of  the  2isl  till, 
charges  that  an  abuse  has  already  come  to  light  in 

respect  to  the  Santos   harbor  improvements the 

contractors  having  obtained  the  use  of  the  marine 
arsenal  lands  anil  six  buildings,  includin"  the 
Paulisla  pier,  a  part  of  which  is  now  being  Tet  for 
their  benefit. 

—On  the  191I1  ult.  the  contract  with  the  govern- 
ment was  signed  which  grants  6  per  cent,  per 
annum  for  15  years  on  a  capital  of  1,100,000$  to 
be  employed  in  a  central  sugar  factory  at  Ayrises 
and  the  prosecution  of  the  diffusion  process  at  the 
Barcellos  factory.  Both  are  in  the  province  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro. 

— The  Vmhshos  Ziospedaria,  near  liana  do  1'irahy, 
was  opened  January  281I1,  since  when  about  O.ooo 
immigrants-  have  been  received  up  to  the  28th  ult. 
There  are  now  about  1,800  there.  The  deaths 
during  these  two  months  have  been  52,  which 
represent  an  average  annual  rate  of  over  53  per 
thousand. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  requeued  the 
minister  of  war  lo  order  thai  the  district  in  Mallo 
Grosso,  where  il  is  claimed  large  forests  of  rubber 
producing  trees  are  found,  shall  be  properly  ex- 
amined by  the  military  expedition  now  approach- 
ing thai  province.  The  military  expedition,  we 
presume,  is  llie  one  laying  the  telegraph. 


—The  "white  cross"  nurses  have  left  Santos  and 
returned  to  Sao  Paulo  at  the  request  ol  the  gov- 
ernment physician,   Dr.  Araujo  Goes. 

—At  a  place  called  Pecanha,  Minas  Geraes,  the 
Inhabitants  became  persuaded  that  the  drouth  was 
caused  by  a  Dr.  Primo,  who  being  a  native  of 
Ceara  must  have  brought  the  evil  about  him  for 
their  affliction.  They  proposed  to  kill  the  Ceara 
man,  but  were  afraid  to  do  so  lest  planting  him  in 
their  soil  would  augment  the  drouth. 

— The  eminent  practitioner  in  polemical  medicine 
Dr.  Figueiredo  de  Magalhaes,  who  has  been  telling 
Sao  Paulo  all  about  yellow  fever  during  the  past 
few  weeks, returned  to  Rio  on  the  28th.  We  regret: 
1 0  add  that  he  did  not  go  to  Santos  nor  to  Cam- 
pinas, but  fired  his  advice  at  them  al  long  range. 
His  services  will  be  warmly  appreciated,  of  course. 

— The  Diario  de  Minas  of  the  27th  ult.  says  that 
the  transportation  of  immigrants  is  made  in  a  very 
irregular  way.  They  are  hurriedly  landed  at  the 
Gamboa  station,  and  then  without  rest  or  food  are 
bundled  into  the  train  and  sent  up  country.  On 
the  preceding  'lay  some  60  of  Ihese  poor  people 
arrived  at  the  Juiz  de  F6ra  station  completely  ex- 
hausted with  hunger  and  fatigue,  and  with  them 
were  .several  sick  persons  who  never  ought  lo  have 
been  sent  on  such  a  journey. 

—There  was  a  large  popular  meeting  at  the 
"Lingueta,"  in  front  of  the  Exchange  in  Pernam- 
buco, on  the  26th  ult.,  to  protest  against  the 
monopoly  in  farinha.  It  is  said  that  two  mer- 
chants who  are  agents  of  the  Banco  do  Brazil,  are 
the  leading  spirit  in  the  exportation  nnd  cornering 
of  tins  article,  by  which  [he  prices  have  gone  up  to 
famine  figures.  The  president  of  the  province 
promises  to  protect  the  people,  as  he  attempted  to 
do  in  his  non-exportation  order,  but  the  \ssociacao 
Commercial  has  taken  up  cudgels  for  the  merchants 
and  has  petitioned  llie  general  government  to  re- 
scind the  president's  order.  While  the  cabinet  has 
llie  matter  under  siient  consideration,  however,  it 
suddenly  transpires  that  the  president  of  Pern- 
ambuco has  filled  an  order  for  farinha  from  the 
president  of  Ceara.  It  will  require  a  great  deal  of 
explanation  to  make  this  business  look  right. 

Railroad    Notes 

—We  hear  that  the  last  of  the  malerial  for  bridge 
repairs  on  the  D.  Thereza  Christina  line  has  been 
landed  at  imbituba,  Santa  Calharina,  and  that  the 
work  will  be  pushed  lo  completion  as  quickly  as 
llie  weather  will  permit. 

—The  contract  has  been  signed  between  the 
government  and  the  Minas  and  Rio  Co.  for  the 
extension  of  the  line  operated  by  this  company  from 
,Tres  Coracoes  lo  a  navigable  point  on  the  Rio 
Verde  — a  distance  of  about  57  kilometres.  The 
guaranteed  capita!  is  not  lo  exceed  30,000$  per 
kilometre,  on  which  the  government  will  pay  5  % 
during  construction  and  3  %  nfter. 

—A  contract  has  been  signed  with  Sr.  Francisco 
de  Paula  Mayrink,  as  president  of  the  company, 
for  llie  extension  of  llie  Bahia  and  Minas  hue  from 
Philadelphia  to  Minas  Novas,  province  ol  Minas 
Geraes.  The  concession  is  for  80  years  with  a 
6%  guarantee  on  a  capital  of  30,000$  per  kilo- 
metre.  A  second  contract  authorizes  the  same 
company  to  build  an  extension  from  Minas  Novas 
to  some  navigable   point  oh  the   Rio  S.  Francisco. 

Coffee   Notes 

—A  proprietor  writes:— "I  think  there  is  some- 
thing in  this  "London  Purple."  Anyway,  anyone 
trying  to  grow  coffee  again  from,  say,  Coorg  seed 
might,  by  using  London  Purple  in  the  nurseries 
and  again  in  the  planted-out  fields,  be  able  to  reap 
some  profit  from  old  K.  C.  Tiie  long  tried  old 
coflee  may  perhaps  never  be  made  to  bear  again  lo 
a  profit,  but  is  the  same  result  to  be  expected  from 
new  and  vigorous  seed  aided  by  such  a  cheap  ally 
as  L.  P.  ?  40  bushels  coffee  per  acre,  at  R  15  per 
bushel,  is  templing  enough  surely  to  anyone  who 
cares  to  make  a  small  experiment."  —  Ceylon 
Observer,  Jan.  191b.

— The  tiew  regulations  for  newspaper  postage

—The  Comie  rt'Eu  lin.fl  an  enthusiastic  reception 
at  Petropolis  on  the  evening  of  Uie  251I1,  in  honor 
of  his  return  from  S.  Paulo. 

—A  6%  guarantee  on  400,000$  invested  in  a 
centra!  sugar  factory  ami  distillery  lias  been  con- 
ceded to  VSarari  de  Ribeiro  Barhosa,  of  Rana  nal 
S.  Paulo. 

—The  government  has  approved  the  credit  of 
5,145^640  opened  hy  the  president  of  Maranliao 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor  people  suffering  from 
small-pox  in  that  province. 

—According  to  a  local  colleague  a  man  was 
recently  wounded  here  in  the  posterior  part  of  liis 
lelt  breast.  Our  knowledge  of  anatomy  does  not 
allow  us  to  explain  the  matter  more  clearly. 

—One  of  the  republican  leaders  has  denounced 
Hie  chief  nf  police  to  the  Supreme  Court  as  guilty 
of  some  high  crime  under  the  constitution  in  for- 
bidding meetings  in  the  streets  and  squares. 

— Superintendent  Hell,  of  the  foreign  mails 
service,  has  been  informed  by  the  Brazilian  Charge" 
d' Affaires  that  his  government  has  for  the  present 
declined  to  enter  into  a  parcel  oorI  convention  with 
the  United  States. — /V.  Y.  Journal  of  Comme'ce, 
Jan.  26. 

—  A  school  nt  Campinas  S.  Paulo,  sent  a  tel- 
egram to  Dr.  Frontin  hailing  him  as  the  Brazilian 
Lesseps.  The  title  does  not  seem  to  he  altogether 
misapplied,  Some  8  or  10  .jldlomelrcs  of  open 
drains  is  perhaps  as  near  the  Suez  Canal  as  can  be 
expected, 

—A  telegram  f  om  Rome  on  the  26th  lilt,  says 
that  the  Italian  government  had  resolved  to  com- 
pletely suspend  emigration  to  Brazil  because  of  the 
bad  sanilarv  reports  from  that  country.  To  sus- 
pend emigration  when  (he  danger  is  all  over, would 
seem  to  prove  that  the  minister's  backsight  is  better 
than  his  foresight. 

— An  agent  of  Sr.  Souza  Breves,  who  had  been 
robbed  by  the  manager  of  his  cominerci.il  house 
here,  found  the  defaulter,  Domingos  Ferreira  Con- 
linho,  in  Ruenos  Aires,  where  he  had  arrived 
under  a  French  passport,  and  has  demanded  his 
extradition.  Exactly  how  Sr.  Coulinho  secured  a 
French  passport  is  the  mystery. 

—The  rainfall  at  the  Pinheiro  meteorological 
station  on  Santo  Antonio  hill  has  been  something 
phenoniinal,  the  dailv  record  being  in  metres. 
Ten  to  20  metres  rainfall  in  one  day  is  good 
enough  anywhere.  Just  across  the  way,  on  Castle 
hill,  however,  the  weather  has  been  much  more 
moderate,  the  record  being  in  millimetres. 

—According  to  the  Gazeta  de  Noticias  there  is  to 
be  organized  here  a  hook- makers'  bank,  (or  (lie 
benefit  of  lovers  of  the  turf,  It  is  not  a  bad  idea, 
and  might  he  followed  up  by  an  association  to 
guarantee  employers  against  losses  made  through 
their  clerks  availing  of  the  new  bank.  Two  birds 
would  thus  be  secured  with  one  stone ;  clerks 
woiilcl  pay  a  commission  on  their  defalcations,  and 
employers  a  commission  to  receive  their  own 
money  back  again. 

—The  fornal  of  the  28th  lilt,  calls  attention  to 
the  rapidity  with  which  the  city  is  growing  in  the 
area  bounded  by  Pcdregnlho,  Cascadura,  Rom 
Keliro  and  Inhauma.  Willi  the  extension  of  cheap 
tramway  communication,  and  the  breaking  up  of 
the  worst  class,  of  crowded  tenement  areas  in  the 
city,  these  suburban  districts  are  bound  to  grow. 
And  one  of  the  wisest  investments  a  tramway 
company  can  make  is  to  reduce  its  fares  to  induce 
pom*  people  to  go  thither. 

— The  way  they  do  it  in  Ruenos  Aires  may  be 
called  republican  by  courtesy,  but  it  smacks  strong- 
ly of  autocratic  Russia.  The  minister  of  finance, 
Sr.  Varela,  asked  the  Bolsa  to  suspend  its  specula- 
tions in  gold.  The  "syndicnl  chamber"  replied 
that  I  lie  law  authorized  such  operations  and  it  had 
no  power  to  suspend  them.  The  minister  fell 
insulted  hy  the  answer,  and  at  once  ordered  the 
chief  of  police  to  close  the  doors  of  the  Bolsa, 
which  was  done  on  the  22nd  nit. 

—Is  it  not  about  time  for  the  inspector  of  public 
lands  and  colonization  to  resign  ?  On  the  27th  Die 
minister  of  agriculture  advises  him  that  54  families 
have  been  five  months  in  S.  Joao  d'Fl-Rei  without 
finding  situations  and  are  now  very  badly  provided 
for.  The  inspector  is  instructed  to  attend  the 
matter  at  once.  And  then  the  minister  adds  that 
lie  must  continue  to  invite  the  inspector's  attention 
to  the  "negligence  and  abuses"  in  this  service, 
which  are  proving  very  hurtful  to  the  country. 

— A  new  way  to  receive  old  debts.  A  grocery- 
man  in  Praia  Grande  bought  wine  to  the  value  of 
Sl$  from  an  Italian,  and  then  sold  out  his  estab- 
lishment. The  vendor  did  not  quite  see  the  justice 
of  this  little  game  so  he  invited  his  debtor  to  din- 
ner, and  at  the  dessert  presented,  not  his  account, 
but  a  pistol,  and  had  a  lormal  document  signed  by 
the  debtor  to  llie  effect  that  he  was  a  thief,  and 
upon  this  document  proposes  to  prosecute  the 
signer.     The  police  are  investigating  the  affair. 

— The  Santissimo  Sacramento,  the  illustrious 
Cabido,  the  image  of  S.  Sebastmo,  patron  saint  of 
the  city,  and  all  the  belongings  and  retainers  of  the 
cathedral  and  imperial  chapel,  were  solemnly 
moved  over  to  the  Car  mo  church  on  the  27th  nil., 
preparatory  to  putting  the  old  ruin  under  repairs. 
After  the  fatigue  of  carrying  the  sacred  things 
across  a  narrow  alley,  the  Carmo  brethren  enter- 
tained their  guests  with  a  lmspilable  lunch.  The 
works  on  the  old  chapel  have  been  confided  to  the 
engineers  Delvecchio  and  Driendi. 


— The  cable  announces  this  morning  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  Robert  Adams  as  minister  from  the 
United  Stales  to  Brazil, 

—We  are  -glad  to  see  "dot  leedle  Scharman 
band"  on  the  streets  again.  We  shall  now  be 
enabled  1o  hear  something  else  than  airs  from  the 
"Gran  Via." 

— The  government  inspecting  and  purchasing 
agent  in  Europe,  Dr.  A,  A.  Fernandas  Pinheiro, 
has  been  instructed  to  transfer  his  office  from 
Paris  to  London. 

—  A  curious  effect  of  the  new  Frontin  water 
supply  was  recorded  hy  the  Diario  de  Noticias  on 
the  291b.  Two  of  the  editorial  staff  were  brought 
in  by  a  parly  of  students  at  4130  a.m. 

— We  see  by  our  local  exchanges  that  Mr.  R. 
Benjamin  Kinsman  has  assumed  responsibility  for 
the  unsubscribed  balance  necessary  to  bring  out  an 
opera  company  during  the  ensuing  season. 

— We  are  glad  to  see  thai  our  ideas  on  the  issue 
of  certificates  against  the  deposit  of  bullion  has 
found  so  able  an  advocate  as  Mr.  Mitchings,  the 
well-known  stock -broker.  And,  some  of  ihese 
days,  we  feel  assured  that  Mr.  II.  will  give  us 
full  credit  for  the  same. 

—  ft  will  be  interesting  to  our  readers  to  know 
Mial  the  wise  men  at  the  Treasury  are  of  the  opinion 
ihnt  the  paper  which  is  used  for  this  journal  is 
writing  paper,  and  must  therefore  pay  duties  at  the 
rate  of  \%  cents  a  pound.  This  wisdom  is  some- 
what phenomenal,  but  it  seems  to  be  increasing 
rapidly  in  the  official  world.  The  only  standard 
for  printing  paper  al  the  custom  house  and  Treasury 
appears  lo  be  a  mighty  poor  quality  of  blolling 
paper. 

-The  report  of  Mr.  Simeon  Smith,  special  trade 
commissioner  from  Canada  to  South  America,  was 
issued  at  Ottawa,  February  5th.  He  has  a  favor- 
able opinion  nf  the  possibilities  or  an  increased 
trade  between  Canada  and  Soulli  America,  and  ad- 
vises the  location  or  a  permanent  commercial  agent 
there— but  just  al  what  point  our  exchanges  do'  not 
say.  ile  also  urges  the  shipment  of  lumber  and 
fish  to  South  American  ports,  If  Mr.  Smith  will 
take  a  pecuniary  interest  in  some  of  these  ship, 
ments,  lie  will  be  enabled  to  add  a  valuable 
experience  in  his  next  report. 

—The  recent  visit  of  the  Conded'Ku  to  Santos 
ami  Campinas  has  had  an  excellent  effect,  lie 
'muled  in  Santos-  011  the  morning  oi  the  161I1  ult. 
and  at  once  proceeded  lo  visit  all  the  hospitals  anil 
infirmaries,  and  lo  consult  with  the  physicians  there 
is  10 needed  recourses,  lie  remained  in  Santos  until 
the  afternoon  of  the  [7th,  when  he  left  for  S,  Paulo. 
An  effort  was  there  made  by  some  ill-bred  persons 
to  make  a  hostile  manifestation,  but  it  happily 
failed.  On  the  morning 'of  the  181I1  he  went  to 
Campinas,  where  he  visited  llie  hospitals  and  look 
all  needed  steps  for  the  relief  or  the  people,  as  he 
had  done  in  Santos,  lie  afterwards  made  excur- 
sions  over  the  Mogyann  and  Sorocabaua  railways, 
repeated  his  visit  to  Santos  on  the  22nd,  and  then 
relurned  lo  this  capital  on  the  251I1. 

— A  movement  has  been  recently  initialed  by 
some  English  gentlemen  in  this  city  to  create  ci 
clerks'  provident  society,  modeled  after  ihal  so 
successfully  established  in  llaliia.  The  purpose  is 
to  provide  an  inducement  and  the  means  lo  enable 
clerks  to  lay  by  a  percentage  of  their  salaries 
every  month.  It  is  intended  to  invest  the  fund  at 
the  best  and  safest  possible  rale  of  interest,  and  lo 
make  the  deposit  a  first  class  investment  as  well  as 
a  savings  fund.  It  is  intended  lo  receive  sub- 
scribers who  will  pay  10$  or  more  a  month.  A 
meeting  of  those  interested  in  llie  society  will  be 
held  at' the  Ibilish  Subscription  Library  April  10th 
ai  5  p.m.  In  the  meantime  full  particulars  of 
the  project  will  be  given  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Kdmondson, 
63  Run  I"  de  Marco,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Crummack, 
at  the  London  and  Brazilian  Bank. 

— Cur  readers  will  lie  interested  to  know  that 
Father  Patricio  Costello,  of  the  diocese  of  Auckland, 
New  Zealand,  is  now  visiting  Brand  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  money  lo  aid  certain  charitable  purposes 
in  lliat  distant  island.  Father  Costello  explains 
that  the  extravagant  administration  of  public  affairs 
in  former  years  has  brought  great  distress  upon 
the  people  and  that  many  worthy  objects  of  public 
support,  such  as  asylums,  schools,  etc.,  are  now 
suffering  greatly  for  necessary  funds.  Although 
Brazil  is  not  as  rich  and  prosperous  as  Father 
Costello  believed  before  coming  here,  we  have  no 
doubt  but  what  lie  will  receive  every  assistance 
that  the  charitable  can  give.  We  are  not  altogether 
in  sympathy  with  his  project  of  separate  church 
schools,  but  his  project  for  the  founding  <if  a  raag- 
dalen's  asylum  is  certainly  worthy  of  generous 
support.
